Widely 
advertised  novelties  in  originators  packets  must  sometimes  be  excepted. 
We  are  as  keenly  interested  as  all  of  us  should  be  in  so-called  novelties  in 
flower  seed.  It  is  through  real  improvements  that  our  business  makes  its 
appeal,  so  we  cannot  afford  to  play  along  with  inferior  varieties,  especially 
since  it  costs  no  more  to  grow  the  better  ones.  But — why  do  the  new  ones 
sometimes  disappoint  us?

WHEN  fields  of  asters  go  down  badly  with  stem  rot  as  they  so  frequently 
do,  a  few  survivors  can  usually  be  found  that  are  clear  of  it.  This  is 
because  in  most  cases  they  have  enough  additional  vigor  to  resist  the  rot.

They  will  not 
become  so  tall  or  long-stemmed  as  the 
earlier  sowing  because  spring  weather 
conditions  forces  them  into  flower  at 
whatever  height  it  happens  to  find  them. 

For  this  reason  four  to  six  feet  of  head- 
room  will  care  for  them  nicely.  A  sowing 
made  early  in  January  and  grown  along 
cold  in  2  |/2-in.  pots  will  make  ideal 
stock  to  replant  beds  after  St.  Valentine’s  Day. 

In  a  deep  ground  bed  such  a  planting  will  give  a 
good  account  of  itself  during  the  spring  months, 
especially  about  Mother’s  Day  and  Memorial 
Day.  To  prolong  the  flowering  season  clear 
through  the  month  of  June,  plant  a  few  late 

varieties  with  them - a  plant  every  1 2  inches 

in  the  row  will  do.  The  late  ones  will  break 
freely  from  the  bottom,  but  will  not  start  to 
climb  until  the  earlies  give  out.  Valuable  late 
varieties  for  this  purpose  are  Pinkie,  Powers- 
court  for  lavender,  and  Constance  Hinton  for 
white - all  good  colors. 

If  sown  indoors  in  March  and  planted  out  at 
the  time  the  lates  ones  are,  the  early-flowering 
type  will  produce  a  heavy  crop  well  in  advance 
of  the  summer-flowering  kind.  In  extreme 
southern  sections  the  early  kind  are  used  exclusively  and  the  past  season  we  have  noted 
them  in  Canada  during  September  in  full  crop.  Another  use  we  have  found  for  the 
earlies  is  to  flower  them  in  6-in.  pots  for  the  spring  shows.  Such  plants  can  become  a 
row  of  sweet  peas  with  telling  effect.  But  January  is  a  little  late  to  sow  for  this  purpose. 

In  fresh,  clean  soil,  early  peas  have  immense  possibilities  as  a  greenhouse  cut  flower. 
Our  business  has  been  largely  built  up  with  them  and  we  point  with  satisfaction  to  the 
deep  rose,  light  rose,  orange  and  blue  that  we  are  responsible  for.

Too  much  heat,  a  close,  poorly  ventilated  atmosphere,  a  dark  house  or  pro¬ 
longed  spells  of  dark  weather  or  poor  soil  are  conditions  that  weaken  calen¬ 
dula.  After  a  heavy  crop  has  been  cut  they  are  inclined  to  produce  singles 
under  otherwise  favorable  conditions,  because  the  growth  has  received  a 
check  and  is  out  of  balance  until  it  breaks  out  again.  The  most  carefully 
bred  strains  of  calendula  will  react  in  this  way  to  unfavorable  conditions. 
Avoiding  such  conditions  as  much  as  possible  will  reduce  the  number  of  single 
flowers  we  occasionally  are  told  about.

If  you 
are  not  familiar  with  varieties 
you  can  safely  “follow  the 
stars.”  You  will  find  little  use 
or  demand  for  the  red  shades 
or  the  dark  blue  or  purple,  and 
the  flesh  color  in  stocks  is  a 
light  one.

In  a  night  temperature  of 
45°  to  50°  and  during  the 
early  spring  months  stocks  will 
flower  in  about  four  months 
from  sowing  seed.  Fully  five 
months  of  mid-winter  weather 
are  necessary.  The  close  plant¬ 
ing  method  is  generally  used. 
This  means  spacing  seven  inches 
between  the  rows  that  run 
across  the  bed  and  two  and  a 
half  inches  in  the  row.  When 
they  reach  a  height  of  four  to 
five  inches  we  remove  a  few  of 
the  weakest,  for  it  has  been 
definitely  proven  that  the  weak¬ 
est  seedlings  tend  to  come 
single.

FINE,  long  stems  is  an  important,  or  we  should  say  a  necessary  point,  in 
fine  cut  flowers.  We  get  them  in  branching  stocks  by  planting  close, 
giving  no  chance  to  break  except  near  the  top,  where  they  sometimes  branch 
rather  freely.  When  these  branches  get  a  start  they  are  wasting  considerable 
of  the  plant’s  energy  that  should  go  into  the  main  flower  spike.  By  dis¬ 
budding  we  can,  of  course,  avoid  much  of  this  waste,  but  the  result  will  not 
be  nearly  so  fine  as  we  get  with  our  non-branching  type. 

We  have  been  at  work  for  three  seasons  on  a  strain  of  this  in  a  lilac- 
lavender  color  that  we  now  have  practically  100%  true  non-branching  and 
with  the  doubles  up  to  65%  to  70%.  We  use  them  exclusively  in  our  cut 
flower  growing  and  we  find  them  wonderfully  fine.  They  return  us  fully 

one-third  to  one-half  more  than  do  the  branching  type - and  that  counts. 

Next  season  we  hope  to  have  several  other  colors  in  this  type  to  offer,  notably 
an  extra  long-stemmed  white.  This  color  sometimes  produces  one  or  two 
laterals  generally  near  the  base  of  the  flower  spike,  but  they  are  easily  rubbed 
out. 

While  the  lilac-lavender  in  this  type  comes  1 00  %  non-branching  in  the 
greenhouse,  under  the  outdoor  seed  field  conditions  of  California  it  shows 
some  tendency  to  produce  two  to  three  breaks.  We  do  not  believe  this  class 
promises  much  for  outdoor  culture,  but  progressive  growers  will  watch  its 
possibilities  under  glass.  Its  greater  cost  is  explained  by  the  tendency  of  its 
growth  to  produce  a  few  seed  pods  and  go  blind. 

We  confidently  expect  to  grow  a  dependable  supply  of  seed  next  season 
of  both  the  lilac-lavender  and  the  white,  and  possibly  a  few  others.  The 
success  we  have  will  be  announced  in  our  July  catalogue.

Modem  Zinnias 


Throughout  the  heat  of 

midsummer  no  flower  can 
compare  for  showy  decorative 
effect  with  the  fine  zinnias  that 
are  available  today.  They  are  an 
attractive  and  necessary  item  for 
the  retail  grower,  both  for  cutting 
and  for  the  sale  of  young  plants 
to  home  gardeners.  The  past  sea¬ 
son  we  made  a  sowing  of  zinnias 
on  June  24  in  a  well  prepared 
bed  outdoors.  They  were  trans¬ 
planted  July  7  to  a  location  that 
had  produced  a  crop  of  summer 
peas;  this  was  75x150  ft.  It  was 
heavily  manured  and  under  irri¬ 
gation.  We  began  cutting  zinnias 
August  20  and  by  October  1  our 
commission  house  returns  on 
them  were  $210.00.  A  warm 
summer  and  good  growing  con¬ 
ditions  favored  them,  but  this  ex¬ 
perience  demonstrates  their  pos¬ 
sibilities,  even  for  a  market  grower.  Do  not  forget  that  they  flourish  only 
in  heat  and  this  requirement  extends  to  the  germination  of  the  seed,  that  will 
rot  and  be  “no  good”  in  a  cold,  wet  soil.  Better  set  the  seed  flats  over  a 
heating  pipe  until  seedlings  are  well  up  and  after  that  in  not  less  than  a 
carnation-house  temperature.

A  SOWING  made  in  January  and  planted  out  late  February  in  a  night  temperature  of 
45°  to  50°  should  be  in  full  crop  for  Mothers’  Day  or  Memorial  Day  when  the 
after-mum  or  earlier  plantings  are  usually  cut  down  and  good  snaps  are  called  for  on 
these  occasions.

We  find 
there  is  little  gained  by  planting  indoors  until  after 
early  mums  are  cleared.  During  the  darkest 
months  of  winter  they  are  inclined  to  stand  still, 
but  will  wake  up  as  the  days  lengthen  and  produce 
heavily  until  cut  down  by  summer  weather.

VALUABLE  cut  flower  and  bedding  varieties  are  to  be  found  among  the 
various  marigolds.
